Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 16-19, 26, 27 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by EP 0 984 745 (EP'745). 
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EP745 discloses a scaffold structure of rods which can be used to culture tissue 
(see claims 1-3. These rods can be made from polylactide (see claim 11). Rod diameter 
is disclosed as between 50 urn and 2 mm at claim 3. Bone marrow cells come into the 
scaffold structure as set out in claim 10. The instant claims are anticipated by EP745. 

Claims 20-25, 28 and 29 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected base 

claim.
